2 . In view of the overall national interests , the manufacture 
of salt at Sambhar , as at several other places in India , has 
continued to be undertaken by the Goveinment of India for 
the last hundred ycars and more . Development of Salt Indus 
try and all its by- products and ancillary and allied chemical 
industries in Rajasthan is of vital importance to the industrial 
developinent of Rajasthan and the whole country . The Gov 
crument of Rajasthan and the Governinent of India agreed 
that the manufactuic of salt at Sambhar should , therefore , 
continue to be done by the Central Government. Whlle doing 
So , the Central Government should endeavour to develop the 
manufacture of the by- products of salt and the ancillary and 
allied chemical products in Rajasthan . 

3. Ihc lcase of land occupied by the salt wurks at Sambhar 
etc ., which was held on certain terins and conditions by the 
Guvernment of India from the Government of Rajasthan , 
cxpired on tlie 25th January , 1960 . It was agreed to continue 
the lease in favour of Government of India in respect of the 
Sambhar Source for a further period of 99 years.

flow of water into the Sambliar Lake. 
(2 ) A Company should be set up , for working the 

Sambhar area and carrying out the integrated pro 
gramme of development envisaged , in which the 
Govrnment of India ( either by themsolveg or through 
the Hindustan Salt Co .) and the Government of 
Rajasthan will be share -holders . The Government of 
India will allot free shares in favour of the Govern 
ment of Rajasthan to the extent of 40 per cent of 
the paid up capital of the company from time to 
timc. This will be in full compensation to the 
Rajasthan Government for royalty . None of the 
other claims advanced by the Rajastlian Government 
are admissible . The Rajasthan Government will have 

two representatives on the Buard of the Company . 
(8 ) For the period between thc explry of the present 

arrangement (January 60 ) and the formation of the 
Company referred to in (2 ) above, payment will be 
made to the Rajasthan Government on the terms in 

force upto January 1960 . 
(4 ) If during the five year period 1960-61 to 1964 -65 it is 

found that the aggregate payınents made to the 
Rajasthan Government fall below Rs. 80 lakhg - 1.6 . 
Rs. 16 lakhs a year on an average - the difference will 
be made good by the company to the Rajasthan Gov 
ernment. This is a temporary arrangement to avoid 
dislocation , if any, caused to the revenues of that 

Government during the next Plan period . 
(5 ) If any qucstions arise in regard to this award on 

which the partics differ , a reference shall be made 
to an Arbitrator agreed to between the parties, or in 
the event of the partics not agreeing , an Arbitrator 
appointed by the Chief Justice of India . The decision
